Having won the Derby in England and four important stakes at 14, miles each in France, *DURBAR 
II had his racing career shortened because of the World War. He_ has sired_many excellent horses in 
France, including Rebia (French 1000 Guineas), Fontenal (French St. Leger), Calaviers (Grand Criterium), 
Altay, Durban, Fanatic, Durandal, Durzetta, Cestona and Xander, and in Italy the Coupe d’Or winner 
Scaranouche. In America his winners are *Flambette (Coaching Club American Oaks, Latonia Oaks, etc), 
and *Rajah, none of his get on this side of the water being yet of racing age. Two of his daughters 
*Xenita and *Epsom May are producers in America.

He Is 
the sire of Current (Selima Stakes, Breeders Futurity), Chatford (Remsen Handicap), Chatover (Nassau 
Stakes), Hill and Hill, Mat Hunter, Maximus, Chatter Black, First Mission, Jessie Carey, Genghis Khan, 
Chattahoochee, Harborton, Kitty Mullally, Chat, Fakir, Chatson, Chatter Anne, Fair Rosalind, Night Extra, 
Perjury, Chatterwood, etc.

STOP IT! 

HERE is just this about it. Either there is 

a mighty lot of lying being done by the ad- 
vertising tipsters, or there are a “sorry lot” of 
officials in the stands at the race tracks. Then, 
too—and there isn’t any doubt about this—the 
owners of the newspapers accepting the adver- 
tisements, and publishing them for pay, and the 
owners of the race tracks haven’t much of a care 
in the matter. Otherwise both would be alert to 
find out whether the statements made in the tip- 
sters’ ads are true or false. If true, the track 
owners should fire their officials and get some 
that would make such advertisements impossible, 
and, if false, the track owners should insist that 
the newspapers accept only such ads as can be 
substantiated. The publishers, however, should 
have consideration enough to require clean, truth- 
ful advertising without being goaded into it. 

To clearly illustrate, let us quote from an ad- 
vertisement appearing in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), Thursday, February 13, as follows: 

“Racing, like any other business, can be made 
successful—to show a profit—-provided you are 
guided by an expert, one who knows every angle 
of the game, one who can tell you the right days 
—the days when the connections are going to 
level.” 

Plainly that advertiser would have his readers 
understand that there is crookedness in racing 
and that he is so well aware of it as to be able 
to profit those who will pay him for the infor- 
mation. 

No racing publication should accept an adver- 
tisement of this character, but once it appears, 
the spirit of the race track owners and the rac- 
ing officials should be such as to compel their 
immediately setting about to put a stop to such 
damaging conditions. 

On the same page in the same paper an adver- 
tiser makes the bald statement: 

‘Tf it was known to certain racing authorities 
that I am selling stable information, I would 
soon find myself in difficulties, due to their views 
on the subject.” 

Unmistakably this man brands himself as a 
cheater, ani by putting his statement into print 
the paper aids and abets him in his cheating, or 
his offer to cheat, and thereby is in the attitude 
of befouling its own nest. 


In Daily Running Horse (New York), also for 
Thursday, February 13, the following appeared 
in an advertisement under the name of a former 
jockey: 

“The other runner is an educated equine who 
hasn’t been running anywhere near his true form 
lately because he didn’t like the odds they posted 
up on him. Today the prices are going to be 
juicy.” 

As clearly as daylight that statement says it 
is intended to sell information about a horse 
which had been prevented from winning, and equal- 
ly as clear it is the duty of the newspaper to re- 
fuse such advertisements. But since the adver- 
tisement was accepted and published it is the 
duty of race track officials to go to the bottom 
of it and stop the cheating, if the truth was told 
by the advertiser, or the lying, if the truth was 
not told by the advertiser. 

It has been going on for years, but that is no 

eason it should continue forever. There’s no 
better time than right now to put an end to it. 


RESTORATION NEEDED. 
ETWEEN now and June 28, the date arranged 
for the opening of the next meeting under 
auspices of the Latonia Jockey Club, there will 
be ample time to restore the race course to its 
former state of security and good drainage. 
It has been a long time since it was a safe track. 
In dry weather it has been severely firm and in 
wet weather it has been distressingly deep. We 
would, uninvited, hesitate to tell the owners of 
the plant what should be done, but we have an 
idea that if instructions were given to make the 
track safe, without regard to time to be made 
in the running of the races, something would be 
accomplished that would be satisfactory to horse- 
men even in wettest weather. 
Tracks well drained, surfaced with sand and 
such earth as is commonly designed as "top 
soil’ are usually secure in all kinds of weather. 
The latest example of race course restoration is 
at Miami. The heavy rains of last fall worked 
havoc with the track, but in sixty days prior to 
the opening of the present meeting it was done 
over completely and as good as ever, if not bet- 
ter than before. 
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TUT! TUT! 

E wouldn’t want to say that the ever inter- 

esting and usually turbulent “Mankato” is 
afflicted with what the French would call 
Britannique manie, but after reading in The 
Sporting Chronicle (Manchester) of January 28 
his two columns of scolding about Reigh Count 
and Neil Newman of The Morning Telegraph 
(New York) we could easily be pardoned by any 
level-headed American for suspecting that he 
possesses a complex somewhat akin to that con- 
dition. 

It all came up over the story (afterward de- 
nied) which went the rounds that $1,000,000 had 
been offered and refused for Reigh Count. There 
was considerable comment in England (see page 
18 of THE BLOOD-HORSE, week ending January 4) 
over the matter, and then Neil Newman discussed 
this comment in The Morning Telegraph. Mr. 
Newman, of course, is quite as strong in his no- 
tions about the merits of a good horse foaled in 
America as is “Mankato” in his about a good 
horse foaled in England. 

Mr. Newman said, among other things, that 
he had been waiting to learn “what the reper- 
cussions would be in English Turf circles and 
through THE BLOOD-HORSE finds they were just 
what he expected they would be—a sneer at both 
the offer and the horse.” 

“Markato” now characterizes that rejoinder as 
“amazing in transatlantic logic which taxes our 
(his) credulity not less severely than the million- 
dollar statement,’ and then goes off into an un- 
dignified, if not unfair, comparison of Invershin 
and Reigh Count, forgetting apparently that dur- 
ing the past year he had called attention to the 
fact that Reigh Count is of English blood, though 
foaled in America, and that very recently he has 
set up the claim that Thoroughbreds of all 
British blood, regardless of where they are 
foaled, are British Thoroughbreds. 

We haven’t the slightest doubt that, had 
Reigh Count won the Ascot Gold Cup from In- 
vershin his status with “Mankato” and other per- 
sistent press agents for the British Thorough- 
bred would have required their calling attention 
of the rest of the world to “an offer of $1,000,000 
for a British Thoroughbred foaled in America.” 

The winning or the losing of the Ascot Gold 
Cup does not change the status of either Reigh 
Count or Invershin as sires, except as relates to 
advertising value, and what Mr. Newman or 
“Mankato” may or may not say will have no ef- 
fect upon the progeny, except as to perhaps the 
market value of the earliest offspring. 

Their opinions will neither make nor mar the 
racing careers of the get of either horse, neither 
can they do any possible good. Such strong 
opinions as both gentlemen in this instance have 
expressed are apt, in some places, to be mistaken 


for prejudice, and prejudice pays poor returns 
always. Let us watch the careers in siredom of 
these two horses without more of this sort of 
thing. 


REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES. 
HE other day there was posted in the office 
of the racing secretary (John S. Wallace) at 
the Miami Jockey Club’s course the following 
notice: 

“When a horse is claimed or otherwise bought 
his engagements do not go with him unless the 
purchaser lodges with the racing secretary a 
written transfer of his engagements from the 
vendor.” 

We are hopeful that some day the governing 
bodies of the Turf will so amend the rules of 
racing as to require that when a horse is claimed 
or otherwise bought the vendor shall transfer 
with the horse its certificate of registration. 

The possession of registration certificates 
should be compulsory before horses are permitted 
to start on any race course, regardless of the 
age of the horse and his being well known tc 
many persons. 


BY-PRODUCT 

HARGING that “rough riding has been ram- 

pant” at the New Orleans Fair Grounds, 
Miami and Havana this winter and that “fouls 
committed have been very serious on more than 
one occasion,” Daily Running Horse (New York), 
January 10, draws attention to the failure of the 
stewards to disqualify any of the offending 
horses and points out that the only disqualifica- 
tions have been at Agua Caliente where the first 
Steward is Francis Nelson, who serves also in 
like capacity at the tracks under the Canadian 
Racing Associations. 

Daily Running Horse quotes, as THE BLOop- 
HORSE previously has done, the mandatory rules 
in the books for government of the tracks in 
New York, Maryland, Kentucky and Illinois, and 
which rules, or an adaptation from them, are in 
force at the winter tracks, and says: “There is 
no alternative but to disqualify a horse when it 
is at fault in impeding another, yet the western 
stewards will allow a placing to stand yet rec- 
ognize a foul by meting out a punishment (in a 
majority of cases it is mild) to the offending 
jockey. At most of the winter tracks the 
officials apparently interpret the rules to suit 
themselves. That is why there are no disqualifi- 
cations at Miami, Havana and Fair Grounds. 

“Perhaps, the associations, especially those 
that have mutuel betting, ask the stewards not 
to disqualify horses if it can be avoided. Delay 
in making the calculations of the mutuel payoff 
would be the reason for such a request. No mat- 
ter what can be said for it, the practice is wrong. 
Stewards everywhere should judge the races ac- 
cording to the spirit and letter of the rules.” 

On February 12 (two days after the appear- 
ance of the foregoing in Daily Running Horse) 
Stewards Martin Nathanson and George Brown, 
Jr., disqualified J. D. Ferguson’s Old Dutch from 
second place, putting him last of four in the fourth 
race. Old Dutch had heen nosed out by Disturb, 
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but entering the final sixteenth he had so seri- 
ously impeded Leucite as to cause his rider, 
Jockey F. Mann, to restrain him sufficiently to 
prevent his falling. 
LEM McCARTHY, in The Morning Telegraph 
(New York), has suggested that Messrs. 
Dwyer and associates, new owners of controlling 
stock in the Florida Jockey Club, change the 
name of Keeney Park. ‘Call it Everglades Park, 
or Conacher Downs or Hannon Fields—anything, 
so you get rid of the old moniker,” says he, add- 
ing: ‘We speak the sentiments of all horse- 
men who raced there last December, and especial- 
ly of those who were left at Keeney Park de- 
pendent on the track kitchens that were imme- 
diately locked, compelling hundreds of horse folk 
without two dimes to console each other to walk 
or hitch-hike a ride to the nearest cup of coffee.” 
HIS, found in notes to The Morning Telegraph 
(New York) from the Baja California track, 
sounds like bushwa, but if it isn’t it indicates 
that the gentleman’s visits to race tracks have 
been considerably restricted: ‘“E. P. Baker, pres- 
ident of the Aurora Jockey Club, is a visitor. He 
says Agua Caliente is the finest racing plant he 
has seen.” 
é<“ ERNON SANDERS, will you stop bring- 
ing up memories of those old poolroom 
days?” commandingly inquires Clem McCarthy 
in The Morning Telegraph (New York), adding: 
“With free lunch and beer and the dinner’s cock- 
tail and wine and the banquet’s champagne gone, 
isn’t it hard enough to get along these days with- 
out being reminded of other quaint customs that 
are no more? If you don’t lay off, Vern, we’ll 
quit boosting you as the world’s star picker of 
Kentucky Derby winners.” 
NGLAND’S celebrated photographer of Thor- 
oughbreds, W. A. Rouch, evidently does not 
agree with “Mankato” of The Sporting Chronicle 
(Manchester) as to the value and the credentials 
of Reigh Count, since, regardless of the stallion’s 
American birth, he is included among ihe 20 sub- 
jects in the seventh volume (1930) of “Famous 
Horses of the British Turf.” 
NE of our friends at Agua Caliente sends a 
panorama view of the new racing plant, 
taken from The New York Press for February 5, 
on which he has indicated that the secretary’s 
office is so located as to obstruct the view from 
the grandstand of starts made from the chute 
for races of seven furlongs. He also comments 
that the paddock is poorly patronized because in- 
conveniently located and too distant from the 
stand. 


AVING come into possession of an oil paint- 

ing by Henry Stull, celebrated artist, of 
Cammie F., one of our readers requested infor- 
mation about her, and we have written him, as 
follows: ‘“Cammie F. was a chestnut mare, 
foaled 1875, by *Glenelg, out of Cordelia, by 
Lexington, she out of Kitturah, by Brawner’s 
Eclipse; thence back to mare by Merlin (No. 26 
family). 

“Cammie F. was bred by M. H. Sanford, 
Preakness Stud, at what is now known as Elmen- 
dorf Farm, and was a fine race mare. She won 
the Blue Grass Stakes, Elkhorn Stakes, Greeley 
Stakes and a number of other races, and became 
a member of the Runnymede Stud, owned by 


Messrs. Clay & Woodford, Paris, Ky. 

“Cammie F. was the dam of the winners Be- 
calm and Cameo (also a producer) and the pro- 
ducers History, Daylight, Cambria and Mamie 
Doyle. 

“Cammie F. was the third dam of the good 
cup horse Altawood, and she was the grandam 
of Old Honesty, a stakes winner of 23 races. Her 
second dam, Kitturah, was own sister to Nantura, 
dam of the great race horse and sire, Longfel- 
low, and grandam of the wonderful Ten Broeck.” 

! ! ! 

OTING that Arthur B. Hancock, who in- 

spired the Latonia Championship Stakes, 
“almost single-handed secured over 600 nomina- 
tions for the race in its early stages,’ and com- 
menting that patronage dwindled to 363 nomina- 
tions last July for the running in 1931, even in 
the light of the fact that the added money now 
is $25,000 as against the original $15,000, The 
Cincinnati Enquirer remarks that “there appears 
to be a declining interest taken by horsemen in 
this great race.” The Enquirer further notes that 
“the ratio of payments to entries keeps approxi- 
mately the same; it is in the original nominations 
that the decline comes,” and then asks: “If this 
decline keeps on, will the Latonia Jockey Club be 
justified in adding $25,000 to such a race?” In 
conclusion The Enquirer suggests that “if condi- 
tions for the Championship race are not satisfy- 
ing to the breeders they should come forth with 
their reasons and it might be possible to change 
them.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE is of the opinion that the 
declination of interest may be attributed pri- 
marily to the absence of an A. B. Hancock to do 
the ringing of the door bells in behalf of the event. 
It is admitted that originally there was solicita- 
tion in its behalf. There was personal contact 
for it. Personal contact with the breeders, own- 
ers and trainers is something that the Latonia 
Jockey Club now is shy on. A good, pleasant, 
sincere man to meet and greet the horsemen and 
invite from them, and to listen to, their sugges- 
tions, and to look after their welfare during the 
meetings, would come nearer to getting the num- 
ber back to 600 nominations than anything else. 
It would even do it quicker than to restore the 
value of the purses, which were cut at a time 
when horsemen almost to a man expressed dis- 
belief in the necessity for the action. Perhaps 
this purse cutting policy may have had large ef- 
fect on the decline in nominations last July. A

Jockey R. Russell has reported from New Or- 
leans to Trainer Miller Henderson at Audley 
Farm. 
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PRUDERY IS CHOSEN 


FTER having carefully consulted the pedi- 

grees and credentials of the 29 mares nomi- 
nated in THE BLOOp-HoRSE contest for the selec- 
tion of the best mate for the American champion, 
Reigh Count, the judge, Mr. Brownell Combs, of 
Belair Farm, Lexington, Ky., himself a highly 
successful breeder of the younger group, and one 
of the best informed in all countries on Thorough- 
bred blood lines, has selected Prudery. In an- 
nouncing his decision, Mr. Combs wrote, as fol- 
lows: 

“The number of high class mares nominated in 
the mating contest from widely different points 
shows the intelligent interest that is being taken 
in the breeding of Thoroughbreds, but makes it 
difficult to form an opinion as to which entry 
would be most apt to throw a classic winner from 
a union with Reigh Count. 

“Taking into consideration the fact that her 
first foal won the Kentucky Derby and, what is 
even more remarkable, she was able to repeat 
and threw a winner of the Preakness at her sec- 
ond attempt, this in conjunction with her super- 
lative class as a race mare and the fact that the 
blood of Sundridge and Peter Pan seem to nick 
as evidenced by the 3-year-old champion of 1929, 
Blue Larkspur, I award the prize to Prudery, 
nominated by Mr. James C. Haynes.” 

Mr. John D. Hertz has invited Mr. Harry 
Payne Whitney, owner of Prudery, to accept a 
season to Reigh Count for the dam of Whiskery 
and Victorian, and should he do so the pedigree 
of the issue would read, as follows:

For the benefit of those who are not ac- 
quainted with Prudery’s performances, produce 
and family particulars, they are here given: 

Prudery won Fashion, Rosedale, Grand Union, 


Spinaway, Miller, Alabama Stakes, and was sec- 
ond in Saratoga Special, Hopeful, Kentucky Oaks, 
Travers, Saratoga Handicap, and was third in 
Kentucky Derby, etc. Prudery made 22 starts, 
won seven, second in six, third in five, unplaced 
in four, and earned $47,625. Her first foal was 
Whiskery, her second Victorian, both by Whisk 
Broom II. Her third is Coquetry, by *Chicle. 
She was barren in 1927. Had a bay colt, as yet 
not named, by Broomstick in 1928. Was barren 
to *St. Germans in 1929, but now is in foal to 
that son of Swynford and Hamoaze (dam of 
Buchan) by Torpoint. 


Whiskery won Kentucky Derby, Ardsley Han- 
dicap, Chesapeake Stakes, Huron, Twin City Han- 
dicaps, Stanley Produce Stakes and six other 
races, 12 seconds, seven thirds, and earned $109,- 
761 in 53 starts, 16 of which he made last year. 

Victorian has won $153,475 in three seasons, 
his triumphs including the Preakness, Withers, 
Shevlin Stakes, Champion, Manhattan Handicaps 
and second in Futurity, Hopeful, Gadsden D. 
Bryan Memorial Handicap, Travers Midsummer 
Derby, Brooklyn Handicap. He now is at Agua 
Caliente and is favorite for the rich Agua Caliente 
Handicap to be decided March 23. 

Coquetry raced four times last year but did 
not win. 


Prudery is sister to Prudish (winner of Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks, and dam of Comstock- 
ery, winner United States Hotel Stakes, Queen’s 
County Handicap, etc.), Macaw, winner of the 
Shevlin Stakes, Carter, Brookdale Handicaps, etc. 

Polly Flinders, the next dam, won and also pro- 
duced the winners Commander, Pollywog, Chim- 
ney Sweep, and the producers Polly Pennant 
(dam of Infinity, winner Consolation Stakes, etc., 
at two in 1929), and Tonala. Polly Flinders was 
sister to Slipshod (Eastern Shore Handicap, etc.) 
and half-sister to Buskin, winner Metropolitan, 
Bowie, Hamilton Derby, etc. 

Slippers, the next dam, also produced the win- 
ners Comfort (also producer), Pumps and Good 


Night and the producer Light Shoes, dam of 
Zapatos, Silver Slippers and Bar Light. Slippers 
was half-sister to Hastings (Surf, Belmont 


Stakes, Toboggan, Kearney Handicaps, etc., and 
sire), Plaudit (Kentucky Derby, Oakley Derby, 
Champagne, Nursery, Emerald, Buckeye, Clark 
Stakes, and sire). 

*Cinderella, the next dam, also produced the 
winners Glenheim (Juvenile Stakes, etc., and 
sire), Foreigner (Turf Field and Farm Stakes, 
etc.), Handsome (Hyde Park Stakes, etc., and 
sire), Migraine (also sire) and Ferrier (51 wins) 
and the producers East India and Glass Slipper. 

Manna, the next dam, also produced the win- 
ner Manchet. This is also the family of Sweet- 
meat, Iris (Oaks), Bachelor’s Wedding, Charles 
XII (St. Leger), Bachelor’s Double, Bachelor’s 
Hope, Laurel (Doncaster Cup), Lonely (Oaks), 
Orestes, Saintly, Prisoner, Brown Prince, Janus, 
Bachelor’s Button, Grand Joy (Irish 2000), Dolma 
Baghtche (Grand Prix), Tibia (German Oaks), 
‘The Australian Peer, Malster, Leighton, etc. 

Mr. Combs, in conversation with the editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, gave honorable mention to the 
mares Beaming Beauty, Beautiful Lady and Vir- 
ginia L. “Had not Prudery been named,” he 
said, “I would have been in difficulties to make 
a choice between Beaming Beauty, Beautiful 
Lady and Virginia L.”’ He also complimented 
Captain E. B. McKinley for the manner in which 
he had presented the claims for Miss Whisk. 

James C. Haynes, wno successfully nominated 
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Prudery, has been a member of the organization 
at the H. P. Whitney Farm, near Lexington, now 
under the management of Major Louie A. Beard, 
since the disposal of the Elmendorf Stud of the 
late James B. Haggin. His first employment was 
at The Nursery Stud, as a young man and in the 
time of the elder August Belmont. From there, 
after the death of Mr. Belmont, he went to the 
Bitter Root Ranch of the late Marcus Daly, in 
Montana. After Mr. Daly’s death he entered 
Mr. Haggin’s employ, and after a time accepted 
a commission from the late Major August Bel- 
mont to go to France with a draft of mares from 
The Nursery Stud. He was not well suited with 
France, however, and returned to Kentucky and 
his employment at Elmendorf. He has been at 
the H. P. Whitney Farm here since its establish- 
ment on a part of the land embraced in Elmen- 
dorf at the time of Mr. Haggin’s death. Mr. 
Haynes now is practically on the retired list, but 
his counsel and advice is frequently sought by 
others in the organization. Kentucky breeders 
know him to be one of the most capable of men 
who devote their lives to the production, care 
and handling of Thoroughbred horses, and he also 
disclosed himself to be very adept with dairy cat- 
tle production, having had charge of such a de- 
partment during his employment at Elmendorf. 
He is exceptionally well versed in feeding and 
management of stallions, mares and foals. 

Mr. Haynes now will receive as the prize to the 
winner of the mating contest his choice of Mr. 
Leonard S. Sutcliffe’s books of excellent photo- 
praphs. One, containing over 200 pictures of stal- 
lions, is entitled, ‘“‘Thoroughbred Sires,” and the 
other is “Famous Mares in America,’ published 
in two volumes and containing the photographs 
of 200 mares. He has chosen the books of mares. 

When Mr. Haynes was informed that he had 
won the prize he very modestly said: “While I 
was satisfied in my own mind that Prudery 
would make a most suitable mate, and I felt the 
very best mate, for Reigh Count, for the reasons 
stated and published with my nomination of her, 
I had thought that possibly there might be an- 
other mare named by someone else which might 
be considered more suitable by the judge of the 
contest. I had not wholly expected to win, but 
I am very happy to have done so, and I can as- 
sure you that I shall always treasure the prize 
for the dual reason that it is the first offered for 
such a contest in America and because Mr. Sut- 
cliffe’s horse photography is so superior as to 
give such a collection a great value.”

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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 


OME horsemen approve of a searching trial 

for theic yearlings and others do not. Asa rule 
a horseman likes to learn just which of his colts 
to nominate for the big 2-year-old stakes and 
which to drop out. After conferring on the sub- 
ject I find most trainers are of the opinion type, 
breeding and constitution are the most import- 
ant factors in determining the advisability of the 
yearling speed trial. One successful trainer sum- 
med it up in this manner: “It is all right to let 
‘em tip toe a time or two late in the fall if the 
colt is sound, precocious, fit, bred-to-speed and 
is not unbalanced and awkward through growthi- 
ness. It is the backward colts that are still grow- 
ing such a trial would harm. I know a lot of 
people disapprove of yearling speed trials be- 
cause of the large number of young horses that 
are practically ruined by them each year, but 
you must consider that practically all racehorses 
are given such trials. Why, the worst case of 
bucked shins I ever saw on a horse were those 
of a 3-year-old that had just been broken and 
gotten into shape for a fast work. Look at High 
Strung, Curate and Rose of Sharon. None of 
them were given any too much of it early in 
life. All went wrong. Then there is George 
Smith, Old Rosebud, Clyde Van Dusen and Toro. 
All of them were given plenty to do very early 
in life and the world knows what they could do. 
It all depends on what kind of horse you have, 
if he has about got his growth, and his legs and 
feet are set, go ahead, and if he goes gimpy rest 
assured he would have done so at any age and 
it was coming with the work anyhow. Why, 
Blank had a whole barnful of colts laid up with 
bucked shins and such last year right when they 
should have been winning races, all because h- 
hadn’t done anything with them as yearlings; 
mine were over their troubles and getting the 
dough.” What do you think? 

% * 

“Something simply must be done about the 
track proper at Latonia,’ a certain horseman 
remarked to the writer a few days ago. “I had 
a filly that looked to have a fine chance in the 
Latonia Oaks a few seasons back. The track 
was fast and my mare liked a fast track; but, 
due to the damage done by the hardness of the 
course, she was never the same after that race. 
I haven’t raced there since and I know a lot of 
others who won’t until the management improves 
the condition of the track. I'd be willing to pay 
a little more rent, and I’m sure most the rest 
of us would too, if the management would put 
the money into improvements and upkeep of the 
track and the barns. Stabling conditions here at 
the Downs are something fierce and the cause 
of more than one good horse being on the hos- 
pital list.” 

He then pointed out that the rental of the stalls 
at Belmont Park is much higher than here, thus 
the continual improvements on the stables and 
the building of new ones in the place of those 
no longer healthful. 

By this time another conditioner strolled 1p 
and switched the conversation to the barrier ques- 
tion. Both these horsemen declared in favor of 
the stalls and “the quicker their use becomes 
general, the better for all concerned.” It seems 
this latter gentleman had a horse in a race a 
while back that “should have won pulling up.” 
One of the assistant starters put a twitch on the 


horse. “It wouldn’t have been so bad,” said he, 
“if the horse had needed it, but he didn’t. The 
horse was fighting the twitch and just as the 
man pulled the string he reared backward and 
fell heavily, luckily the boy got out of his way, 
but the horse suffered an injury to his back be- 
cause of the fall and never has got over it.” He 
further said: ‘Another objectionable practice in 
the old fashioned way of starting horses is that 
of holding horses, sometimes even after they have 
become quieted. Now I don’t want any the best 
of it, nor do I want any of the worst of it. I 
think the stall-gate is the best bet for us all.” 

Mose Lowenstein, trainer of the Leo J. Marks 
and the Briar Mar horses, took advantage of the 
spring-like weather and comparatively good con- 
dition of the track to bring his charges out for 
a gallop “once around.”’ Misstep, favorite han- 
dicapper of the Western Turf fans, looks better 
than ever before at a corresponding time of the 
season. He has filleu out and is the picture of 
health. 

The track proper at the Downs 1s receiving 
a bit of long needed attention. It was formerly 
very deep between the 5 1-2 furlongs and 6 fur- 
longs poles, but, when present plans are com- 
pleted, will be conducive of more speed and not 
break from under horses so deeply as formerly. 
I understand this course is to be improved at va- 
rious other points in the near future. If we 
draw good weather throughout the coming spring 
meeting some of the old records may fall by the 
way. May have a new Kentucky Derby record, 
who knows? The Downs course is what is 
knows as a “safe” track and far superior to La- 
tonia in that respect. The latter track is really 
bad, rain or shine. Needless to say the improve- 
ments now under way at Churchill Downs meets 
with the approval of ali who have their horses 
quartered here for spring training and is greatly 
appreciated. 

* 

What has become of Mr. Mutt? Alec Gordon, 
his former trainer, tells me “Mutt” was a “one 
speed” horse. “He could run every quarter in 
25 for half an hour.” Remember the day this 
colt ran away something like four miles after 
unseating his rider, J. Merrimee, on the way to 
the post for the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes? 
Mr. Gordon says the timers caught the horse go- 
ing every mile in 1:42 or better. If he hadn’t 
been a “tight” horse that day the effects of the 
runaway would have about finished him. 


I have a confession to make: Wise Counsel- 
lor’s fee is not $350 as stated in a recent Odds 
and Ends article. I should have said $300—my 
mistake, “have a cigar.’’ I might aad, this is the 
first error to be found in my articles for which 
I am wholly to blame, the other two were caused 
by my being misinformed. I find that contrib- 
uting to THE BLOoD-HoRSE is much like writing 
a letter to an owner or trainer regarding his own 
horse. It is read by practically all the leading 
horsemen throughout the country. I am as given 
to mistakes as the next and much of what I 
write is quoted from memory as I haven’t the 
extensive compilations of records, etc., possessed 
of some writers. The most circumspect judg- 


ment will not prevent one from being misled re- 
garding certain phases of the game at times. 
Someone has said: “We learn through our mis- 
takes,’ so don’t hesitate to “call my hand” if 
you find one. 
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STAYERS AS SIRES 


By SALVATOR 


NDER the caption, “Financial Side of Rac- 

ing,” there was recently reprinted in THE 
BLoop-HORSE an article contributed to All Sports 
Weekly (London), by the well known British 
sporting journalist, “Touchstone,” which I fancy 
must have been found more than ordinarily in- 
teresting by other readers than myself. The au- 
thor is an experienced observer, as well as 4 
direct anc lucid expositor of his ideas and im- 
pressions. Therefore what he has to say can- 
not be dismissed as inconsequential. 

In the disquisition under notice, “Touchstone” 
rather boxes the compass, as he begins with 2 
discussion of race courses and meetings as sources 
of profit to their proprietors; proceeds with an 
examination of “the tote” as a revenue-producer 
for purposes of tax-gathering; mentions various 
types of betting machines and their possibilities; 
glances at the high cost of an owner’s “over- 
head” these uays; advocates the introduction of 
dividing purse and stake money differently, sv 
as to apportion more to the placed horses and 
less to the winner than has been the custom; 
passes to the subiect of the decline of distance 
racing and the consequent decline of foreign 
respect for the distance capacity of the present- 
day British Thoroughbred; takes up the preval- 
ence of sprint racing that is so typically ‘“‘mod- 
ern’? and so modernistically popular, especially 
among owners and trainers; animadverts upon 
the high prices of yearlings and the anxiety to 
cash in upon them as early as possible, hence 
the prevalence of 2-year-old racing and the 
amount of money given for it; continues with a 
dissertation upon sprinters and stayers as suc- 
cessful sires and the ideal type of horse necessa- 
ry for success in that role; and winds up with 
the time-honored protestation that he is, like 
other Englishmen, jealous for the fame and pres- 
tige of the British Thoroughbred and sure that 
it is still unequaled throughout the world. 

Now, the impressive thing about ‘Touch- 
stone’s”’ essay is the fact that it brings out many 
facts—-but co-ordinates them so unconvincingly 
in some particulars. Though he may not be 
aware of it, at the end of his story he remains 
very decidedly “up in the air” and, in a way, 
gasping for breath, having been forced to take 
refuge in platitudes in order to extricate himself 
from the position into which he has been forced 
by his admissions previously made. 


I do not intend to review his “facts and 
figures” in that manner known as literatim, 
neither will I in the one known as seriatim. 


What, in behalf of accuracy and an intelligent 
apprehension of the case, I would like to com- 
ment upon, is the closing portion of his article 
in which he discusses the breeding phase of the 
situation. For this is really the “meat in the 
cocoanut.” If the British Thoroughbred still re- 
tains his unquestioned supremacy throughout the 
world, as in effect peerless, it is not due to the 
racing system, or systems, now in vogue, nor 
the betting systems, nor yet to methods of divid- 
ing purses, “et id genus omnes.” It is due solely 
to the greater success that British breeders have 
attained and, until very recently at least, have 
succeeded in maintaining. And if the British 
Lorse is beginning to “go back” in world-estima- 
tion, it is because of changes in these breeding 
methods and nothing else. 

Of course, one may say that breeding methods 


cannot be disassociated from racing methods, be- 
cause their interactions are so intimate and so 
inescapable. Yet, when all is said and dore, 
there is a point where they cease to interlock 
potentially; because the greatest breeders have 
often disregarded the “trend of the times” in so 
far as racing modes were concerned and have 
bred with an iaeal in view which far transcend- 
ed any of the purely material or commercial con- 
siderations of meetings’ modus-operandi. It is 
only the “market breeder” who sleeps, as it were, 
with his weather eye glued to those commodities 
—and as is well known, it is not the market 
breeder who has been responsible for the tri- 
umphs of British breeding, past or present, nor 
is there any indication, other than superficial 
ones, that he soon will be. 

“Touchstone”’ notes the dissatisfaction existing 
because more long-distance races are not given 
and, because of their lack, admits that ‘There 
is already a profound impression abroad that 
England has become the home of sprinters alone.” 
He then points out the assertion of Lord Rose- 
bery that “race course executives cater simply 
for the owners and the public,”’ and adds: “There 
is no doubt that short distance races are much 
more popular with owners and trainers than the 
longer atfairs.” 

Note the abrupt switch from “owners and the 
public” to “owners and trainers.” There is a vast 
difference between the two entities of second de- 
nomination; viz., “public” and “trainers.” It is 
just as notorious that the public is fond of long- 
distance races as that the trainers are opposed 
to them. The testimony is that the public never 
fails to turn out in throngs when some long- 
distance event of note is to be decided, this be- 
ing true on both sides of the Atlantic. Hence 
the “catering” of the “race course executives” is 
really not for the “public,” but for the ‘trainers 
and owners.” A long, long while ago, I may be 
pardoned for stating, I pointed out exactly that 
condition as existing in America and deplored 
the tendency it indicated—i. e., that of debasing 
the sport at the dictates of owners and trainers, 
whose interest in it is purely mercenary, always 
has been and always will be. 

Farther on “Touchstone” again quotes Lord 
Rosebery as criticising the top-heavy demand 
for “sprint” stallions in these days——‘“‘those who 
breed quick winners and sprinters.” And to this 
“Touchstone” adds these very significant com- 
ments: 

“My own impression, after a long study of the 
question, is that breeders patronize the sprint 
sires because they get the best results from 
them.” 

He than goes on to state—and I will ask the 
editor to print this paragraph in italics: 

“It is exceedingly rare that a long distance per- 
former becomes a really successful stallion. The 
ideal sire seems to be one who has displayed 
good qualities on the race course over distances 
up to a mile. This sort appear to possess more 
vitality than the plodders, and that is why 
breeders will continue to patronize them in pref- 
erence to stallions who have proved themselves 
to be good stayers.” 

Re-read this paragraph so its implications will 
be thoroughly apprehended and then take time 
to do what is known as “think them through.” 

In the first place, are the facts alleged cor- 
rect? In the second, what is their true signifi- 
cance as bearing upon the whole subject? and, 
especially, how do they co-ordinate with the ex- 
pressed feeling of “Touchstone” which, in his own

words, is “anxiety that the British Thoroughbred 
should not fall back in any way in comparison 
with the Thoroughbreds of other countries?” 

As I write, there lies before me the list of the 
winners of England’s great classic test of stay- 
ing, or long-d.stance, capacity—to wit, the Ascot 
Gold Cup, run over 2 1-2 miles, which has been 
contested annually (with the sole exceptions of 
the two “war years” of 1915 and 1916) ever since 
its inauguration in 1808. I am going to omit the 
winners for the last ten years, because it is im- 
possible to rate horses with finality as sires 
whose stud careers date back no farther, and 
take the period between 1895 and 1919 as the 
best one for scrutiny, for the purpose in view. 

During that period I find that the following 
horses have been among the winners: Isinglass 
(1895), Persimmon (1897), Cyllene (1899), San- 
toi (1901), William the Third (1902), The White 
Knight (1907 and 1908), Bayardo (1910), *Prince 
Palatine (1912 and 1913), Gay Crusader (1917) 
and Gainsborough (1918). 

All these horses are also included in another 
table that lies before me (an English compila- 
tion, not my own) of horses outstandingly suc- 
cessful as sires. 

Now, what I would appreciate is, if ‘“Touch- 
stone” can take the table of winners of any of 
the principal sprinting fixtures of the English 
Turf auring the same period, and extract from 
it, for the same period, the names of an equal 
number of stallions that have been equally suc- 
cessful. Indeed, I will give him odds. He may 
not only select any event that he prefers—-he may 
also select another one, of the same class, take 
the best sires he can find in both lists and then 
aad them together and compare them with the 
list I have abstracted from the table of Ascot 
Cup winners and tell us what he finds. It will 
be interesting to learn. 

Now, all the horses I have named above, it will 
be well to remember, having been successful in 
the longest distance classic of the English Turf 
(2 1-2 miles) were necessarily “plodders.’”’ They 
were horses which in the judgment of such 
writers as ‘‘Touchstone” (see his own words) 
“seem to possess less vitality’’ than sprinters. 
But if this is so how came it that they made such 
successful sires? In the words of the inquisitive 
school-boy, “I want to know.” 

I also want to know why horses incapable of 
winning save at distances ‘up to a mile” can 
even “seem” to possess more vitality than those 
winning at 2 1-2 miles? Through what study 
of anatomy, physiclogy, psychology or regimes 
of hygiene or training, can this result be arrived 
at? Or is it some biological process? I am 
asking for information. 

I would also like “Touchstone” to present us 
with a table of, say, the ten leading English stal- 
lions of the past ten years, and distinguish the 
sprinters from the ‘“plodders’” among them, 
printing the two classes in parallel columns for 
our clearer comprehension. Also, I would like 
him to tabulate for us a table of great sires, or, 
to use his own locution, “really successful” ones, 
which have fulfilled his specifications as ‘‘ideal,” 
juaged by their Turf capacities; namely, the abil- 
ity to “display good qualities on the race course 
over distances up to a mile.’”’ This should be a 
very instructive exhibit. But I would suggest that 
into it cannot be incorporated such a horse as 
Phalaris, as he was successful at distances up to 
a mile and a quarter. 

I am not singling out ‘“‘Touchstone”’ in particu- 
lar for criticism when I remark that nothing is 


more gratuitous, more uncalled-for and, essential- 
ly, more unjust and incorrect, than to stigmatize 
distance horses as “plodders.”” I have repeatedly 
taken occasion to say so in recent years, since 
the practice has come into vogue among the 
promoters of sprint racing, sprint sires and sprint 
breeding, but of course that has had no effect 
in causing any disuse of the habit. The idea that 
a horse capable of winning, let us say, the Ascot 
Cup, is for that very reason a “plodder,” is not 
only fallacious in itself, but pernicious in its ef- 
fect. It disseminates the opinion, among loose 
and careless thinkers, that distance horses are 
devoid of extreme speed, when such is not the 
case. 

The extent to which this practice is carried is 
also indefensible. In England, as soon as the 
owner of Invershin announced the retirement of 
the double Ascot Cup winner of 1928-29 to the 
stud a few months ago, items began to find their 
way into the Turf journals, and sport pages, to 
the effect that he was a “plodder” and his suc- 
cess as a sire very doubtful. Of course, that was 
not said in such a blunt way, but one more 
guarded, though so worded as to be plain to any 
intelligent person. Such methods of ‘‘condemn- 
ing unheard” cannot but be regarded as unsports- 
manlike, to say the least. They seek to create 
a prejudice in advance against their object and to 
handicap him in advance in his effort for suc- 
cess . 


It is not impossible that Invershin may fail of 
success as a sire—and if he does there will be 
rejoicing in the camp of what may be called the 
anti-plodding party. They will intone in chorus: 
“We told you so! See what failures plodders 
are as sires! The ideal type to breed to is the 
horse that did not win beyond a mile.” 

Here in the U. S. A., we haa no distance horse 
in recent years so great as Crusader, with the 
sole possible exception of Reigh Count. And since 
Crusader went to the stud it has been held up 
against him, both in and out of print, that he 
was not a “fast” horse. He has not in so many 
words been called a “plodder,” the less invidious 
word “rater” being used instead, and in veiled 
terms his probable success as a sire has been 
discounted in advance for that reason. 

Now, there is one thing, and that an important 
one, which the anti-plodders always fail to men- 
tion in singing the praises of the sprinter as a 
sire. That is the fact that for every plodder that 
has failed as a stock horse, a half-dozen or more 
sprinters that also failed can be pointed out. 
Take any file of English or American Turf 
journals in which stallion advertisements are 
largely displayed, go back ten, fifteen or twenty 
years and you will find a host of sprinting stal- 
lions, that broke records at all sorts of distances 
up to a mile, which were placed in the stud and 
in the aggregate seas of printer’s ink wasted 
upon them, and that, despite ‘purple’ pedigrees 
and active promotion, failed miserably as sires. 
They were not “plodders’’——ah, no! not at all! To 
revert to the locution of “Touchstone,” they 
“seemed to possess more vitality” than any 
“plodder,” from the sprinting standpoint, dare 
lay claim to. But when it came to passing any 
of it on to their offspring, they were woful dis- 
appointments. “Why? Prithee, tell me why?” 

This past season here in America one of the 
outstanding features, from the breeding view- 
point, was the success of Mad Hatter as a sire. 
Relatively speaking a large number of the sons 
of Fair Play, of the “younger set,’ were in com- 
petition with him, but he outshone them all. Yet 
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of all the Fair Plays he was the best specimen 
of a “plodder.” Twice he won the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, at two miles, in the record time for 
the event, each time under 125 pounds. He also 
took the Latonia Championship at a mile and 
three-quarters. He ran second to Exterminator 
in the Saratoga Cup. But why go on? To be 
sure, when he was seven years old and was no 
longer up to such feats, he did win the Toboggan, 
at six furlongs, under 128 pounds. That, on a 
pinch, might save his reputation, or at least give 
him the benefit of the doubt. But no one, surely, 
could pretend that he came within shooting 
distance of what from the sprinting standpoint 
is the ideal type. 

Speaking of the Fair Play tribe reminds one 
naturally of Man o’ War. If one analyzes his 
performances, one will find that he never won at 
any distance less than a mile in time at all re- 
markable. He ran five furlongs, over the Bel- 
mont Park straight course, in :59—the record 
being 55 3-5. He ran six furlongs at Saratoga 
in 1:11 1-5, the record being 1:10 2-5. He won 
the Futurity in 1:11 3-5, the record being 1:11 
1-5. But the next season, at three, when he be- 
gan to race at a mile and beyond, the watch was 
smashed to atoms almost every time he turned 
around. While he was never asked to go beyond 
a mile and five furlongs, I do not think there is 
a man who saw him perform that will not be 
ready to testify to the belief that he could have 
gone on and on, to the Ascot Cup distance or 
beyond, in similar fashion. And—has Man 0’ 
War been a successful sire? 

In conclusion, I have another question to ask. 

How is it that writers as intelligent as ‘“Touch- 
stone” are willing to hold up sprinters as the 
ideal sires in one breath and protest their anx- 
iety to see the British Thoroughbred uphold his 
ancient world-estate in the next one? 

The only possible explanation is the old one 
that the dyer’s hand becomes “subdued to what 
he works in.”’ British Turf journalism is so large- 
ly conditioned by “the market,”’ market-breeding 
and market breeders, that everything is tinged, 
consciously or unconsciously, to match its wanted 
hues. But, very fortunately for England’s fu- 
ture prestige in the Thoroughbred domain, there 
are other breeders in that country and other 
breeding beliefs and practices. It is these which, 
from time immemorial, have given and upheld 
her supremacy, there is still a body of them 
working in the traditional spirit and as long as 
they remain, finis will not be written to her 
chronicle of achievement. 


MISSTEP’S MOTHER 


HE winter time performances of St. Jim, 3- 
year-old son of Jim Gaffney, out of St. 
Theresa, are bringing added lustre to the Gam of 
Misstep, head of the Le Mar Stock Farm string, 
and one of this period’s better race horses—a 
champion in his class. Misstep is a 43 per cent 
winner over three seasons and that is far above 
the average. Misstep has to date started in 44 
races, won 19, been second in 10, third in 3, un- 
placed in 12, and has earned $170,780. He holds 
the Washington Park track record for one mile, 
1:37 2-5, jointly with Big Sweep, holds the Bowie 
track record for 1 1-16 miles at 1:44 1-5; the 
Arlington Park track record for 1 1-8 miles at 
1:50 2-5, and the Lincoln Fields track record for 
1 3-16 miles at 1:57 1-5. 
St. Jim was sold as a yearling at Saratoga for 


$7,000 having been knocked down to W. J. 
Norton, trainer of the Eastland Farm Stable for 
the Cushman family and was broken by him. He 
worked very fast, but Norton was never able 
to get a winning race out of him. Last fall he 
passed into the hands of J. J. Greely, who won

with him at Latonia, and from Mr. Greely he 
went into John Zoeller’s string and to Cuba. He 
won five straights at Oriental Park, and has es- 
tablished himself as the best horse that has 
shown in Cuba as a 3-year-old in any season, and 
now he has been transferred to Miami. He is 
not one of the nominees for the Florida Derby, 
but it is expected that he will go in the Louisiana 
Derby at Jefferson Park. It may be that St. 
Jim will have a chance to go against Partisan, 
present favorite for the Florida Derby, in some 
of the events for 3-year-olds at Hialeah, and if he 
can take the measure of the unsexed son of 
Wildair and Ballotade, by Ballot, he will estab- 
lish himself in an even stronger position than he 
now holds. 

St. Theresa is owned by Messrs. A. E. Hundley 
& Son and is a member of their Monietta Stud, 
Danville, Ky. Her coat color is chestnut. She 
was foaled in 1915, by Marathon, out of St. 
Kentigerna, by Broomstick; she out of Estima- 
tion, by *The Scribe; the next dam, *Esteem, by 
Childwick, and her dam Hestia, by Hampton. It 
is the No. 12 family. In addition to Misstep and 
St. Jim, St. Theresa is the dam of the frequent 
winner Full o’ Fun, and the winners Rosa Greener 
and Just O'Neil. St. Kentigerna was also the 
dam of the winners Kalmia Park and Leyland. 
Estimation was dam of the winners Hester Smith 
and Volant. *Esteem produced the winners Maid 
(Rosedale Stakes) and King Broomstick. Hestia 
threw the winners La Nocle (French stakes win- 
ner and producer), Empress (also producer), 
Beenham, Devilet and Clairefontaine. It is the 
family of numerous stakes winners in England, 
France and America. 

St. Theresa's yearling is a chestnut colt by 
High Time, now at Monietta Stud, and a very 
likely youngster. Her 2-year-old colt by Peter 
Pan is the property of A. H. Cosden. He was 


broken last autumn by Harry Saladin, assistant 
to trainer Jack Baker, and now is in George M. 
Odom’'s string at Belmont Park. He is a 
promising colt.
